Pursuant to my telephone conversation of April 11, 2001 with Mr. Nash, this supplements 
correspondence submitted March 19, 2001 concerning the above-referenced request. Allegheny 
Chemical Corporation (Allegheny Chemical) believes that it has been misidentified in 
connection with the Chemical Recovery Systems Site (Site). A review of the company files 
revealed no evidence that Allegheny Chemical sent material for disposal or was otherwise 
involved at the Site. 

In addition, documentation received from your office indicates that another entity with a 
similar name may be liable as a responsible party at the Site. The inventory data provided by 
Mr. Nash refers to shipments by an entity called "Allegheny Solvents" or "Allegheny Solvents & 
Chemicals." 1 understand from Mr. Nash that accounts receivable information in your 
possession may verify this information. I am enclosing a number of corporate documents, which 
indicate that Allegheny Solvents & Chemicals Company was a subsidiary of Chemcentral 
Corporation, with operations in Pennsylvania beginning the 1960s. Neither Allegheny Solvents 
& Chemicals Company nor Chemcentral Corporation has any relationship to Allegheny 
Chemical. Therefore, any shipments from those entities to the Site should not be attributed to 
Allegheny Chemical. 

In light of this additional information, we request that Allegheny Chemical be removed 
from the list of potentially responsible parties at this Site and relieved of the obligation to 
respond to the Request for Information. If we receive information indicating that Allegheny 
Chemical has potential liability at the Site, we will withdraw this request and cooperate with 
USEPA in participating with other liable parties to finance or perform its fair share of any 
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necessary response activities. In the meantime, however, we request an extension to respond to 
the Request for Information until such time as the entity identification issue is resolved.

The depression years set in and made the often difficult process of acquisition even more 
difficult, but the Hough Company was able to overcome this adversity as they were able to 
successfully make business investments in eight other companies throughout the rest of the 
1930s and 1940s. 

• 1931 Another opportunity for expansion came when the President of Western Rosin 
Company in Detroit approached Hough and Sampson about investing with him in a 
distributorship that Sinclair Oil Company was selling in Grand Rapids, Ml. The location 
was purchased and renamed to Western Oil & Turpentine Co. 

• 1931-1935 The American Mineral Spirits Company had distributors in Milwaukee, 
Cleveland and Detroit. All three of these locations became insolvent during the 
depression.

AGREEMENT AND PLAN OF MERGER 

THIS AGREEMENT AND PLAN OF r m E R provides for the 
merger into CHEMCENTRAL Corporation, an Illinois corporation 
("CHEMCENTRAL"), Of each of the corpo.-ations listed and 
described on Exhibit A hereto (individually "Subsidiary", and 
collectively "Subsidiaries"). CHEMCENTRAL and the Subsidiaries 
are sometimes referred to in this Agreement and Plan of Merger 
as the "Constituent Corporations". 

PRELIMINARY STATEMENT 

CHEMCENTRAL owns all the issued and outstanding 
shares of capital stock of each Subsidiary.

The Board of Directors of CHEMCENTRAL desire that the 
Subsidiaries be merged with and into CHEMCENTRAL pursuant to 
the terms of this Agreement and Plan of Merger, with 
CHEMCENTRAL as the surviving corporation (the "Surviving 
Corporation").
